Nicholas Austin wes from “omersworth,h 4, Toyal to the Pritish 
Sovernment during the Sevolution,he so alienated the affextions of 
the people among whom he lived, t»at he fornd a home there no longer 
arreenble. The republican form of rovernment which th3re existed 
inthe land, also rendered o further stay to him distasteful and con- 
sequently in the winter of 1793 ,he came with his family to Ganada, 


The snow at that time was deen,and ths jonrmey wos performed with 
three sleds, each drawn by a yoke of oxen, They were obliged to en- 
camp nine niehts before reaching their destination. Possessed of 
considerable property,’r. Austin immediately set about making improvep 
ments. He settled near the Take,and havine ersacted a cabin,he com- 
menced clearing and with the aid of the men who came with him, he 
soon had about 109 acres ready for planting andsowine. On this he 
raised a larre cron of corn.

Nicholas Austin,dtm.,a nephew of the leader (‘Nicholas Austin) accom- 
panied his uncle to Polton,.nd worked for him a few months,and then 
returned to New Hampshire. There he married,and returned to Bolton 
in 1794, Ye wes one of the associates,and obtained two lots of land 
at the place now called “easeley's Corner. Ye cleared the ereater 
part of these lots,and lived here 36 years. The St.Frencis Indians 
frequently visited him,end often found lodgings in his cabin. The 
most friendly feelines were alwevs manifested towerd him by the red 
skins,end he, like 11 the settlersm strove by kindness to create 
end foster this kindleness. “r.4ustin had considerable taste for 
huntirge,and consequently wared wer aeainst the wild beasts which 
ropmed throurh the forest of Polton., Ye built a log pen on his pre- 
mises, in which to catch beers. It was so constructed that when 
*ruin had entered,and cormenced devonrine the bait,a door would fsll 
effectuelly,closine the entrance,and this imprison the bear to be 
disnatched by the hinter at his leisure, “any bears were gwanrht in 
this wey. § story is told of an aneointer which he had with a panther, 
some yeers after cominre to the place, 


4a went to Nontreal in the winter for a load of selt,and was reg 
tiurnine with it and a few cows,purchnased in the "French Country", 
and hnd nenrly reached the place in Folton,now known as “illard's 
Mills, when he ret "r.S."adleich,on horseback, his horse at full 
speed. The esouestrian helted on meatine “y.fustin,and rave as a 
reason for his hurried riding that he had gist passed a panther, 
partially consealed behind an unturned root in the valley below.

“r.fustin then went on his way. The next day in company with 
one of his neirhbors,he went in auest of the panther,and they shot 
him a few miles from the place where Yr, Austin first formed his 
acquaintance.

a faw miles wp river from the o14 farm, still in our family, riven 

to our father by his prandfather and where Albert F. Austin was born, 
Joel's son,our crandfather,Farnum Austin married a distant cousih 
Adrian Austin,born in 1820. The marriare wns performed by a Justice 
of the “ence and,about a week later,he drove un to the farm, sreatly 
excited,and said to idrian, "Ye nin'+ married: rv lioense had ex- 
pired " e 


So Adratn exiled Parnum in from the barn and they were married 
over arain. 


"e are not entirely clear as to whether the farm was given to 
our father,as stated, or if it was willei to him when he was about 
twenty years of are, but in any event it wes neither riven nor wille 
ed to Parmim which must have been hard for him and rrandmother to 
aeecent rracefully, 


“hen father wan na young man he was taven vary sick,not expected 
to recover and mata the mistake of desdine the farm to his mother 
instead of willing it to her, He recovered, hoxaver,and his mother 
refused to deod it back to him, saying it should hava been theirs 
in the first place. This, after all, w-s probably a good thing be- 
cause father left the farm, "went out to seek his fortune” and bee 
Came a very successful business man, 


This farm is located in “‘anton,aine,cn the south bank of the 
Androscocrin Aver just across the hirhway from ths farmhouse. The 
river is some 160 miles long and,in our youth and prior thereto, 
vas the water wny down which lors ware fleated to mills below and 
we usad to watch the river drivers, as they vere called, breaking up 
lor jares and riding the lors as they directed their course along. 


™hea stock on the farm were dairy covs,horess, sheep, pirs and 
ronitry,all of which had stronem annenl to children from the city, 
There was a larra stock barn with nm harmoy running the lenrth of 
one side, a tie-.n on the othar side, with hay storare ovarhead, 
There was a stable for horses and carrinres,a chicken house and pig- 
nan vith covered sheis connecting barn ant stable where farm carts 
and tools were storad. A tone fanced lnne lead to pastures on the 
hillsides rhare the cows were turnad out for erazine, On the hills 
luseiors blveberrics, wild strawherries and blackberries and rasp- 
berries rrax in profusion and whers it wos fun fo take a picnic 
lunch and ro "barrving", 


The farmhouse was a larea white house with green shatters and 
kept shininely cleen from.top to bottom, ‘Ipsteirs weres bedrooms 
with a wide hall running the length of the house; dovn stairs were 
turse more bedrooms,a living room with firenlace and a hiee dining 
room with a big built-in brick oven, ‘In the china closet were two 
benutifal s$ts of china, There wos a lnrre wooden sink in one end 
of the room,near the stove,and a larre pantry where big pans of milk 
were kent until the rich yellow granm hat risen andi anrld be skimmed 
off in one thick mass and put in the churn for butter making. 
“nening ant of tha dining room wns » beds acm throoehn which access war 
had tn the ohe35e room, containing shelves along to sides and tro 
raeks of omen shelves on which were rovs of bir rvind cheeses which 








erandmother used te >. 1 and turn over avery day as they were being 
ripened. Grandnotver was quite fomous for her butter and chasse and 
they were often sont to Portland to a wholesale rracer,. The cheeses 
today mirht be called “Theddar™ or "Amartorn", 


Beyond the big dining room was tha ‘summer “itehen" where all the 
baking in hot weather was accomplished,and in the corner of the live 
ine room was 4 larre,heavy wooden cask into which cool water from 
the hiliside wes piped, drinringe from a worden sniert., The cask was 
always freshly painted, had a tiphtiy faittine wordon cover and over 
it Wine the tratticnal lonpehaniled tin dinner. 


The brick oven from the dinine room extended throurh into the 
sammer kitchen end into it was built a learres aoppar kettle which was 
used in making soft soap and also granifather used it to boil small 
potatoes along with meal and bran and sometimes turnips to feed to 
his pies,o wood fire having bean built underneath the kettle, 
‘Another Jaree pantry opened out of the @immar kitchen and still bee 
yond this kiteohen 1s a sort of utility room containing all the face 
{lities for chacse raking, a lerre siware vat and a cheese press 
built by erandfather, 


“hola milk wns poured into the chease vat and rennat added, Next 
morning it would be a solid mass of smooth shining curd which grand- 
mothar would slice through and throurh into small pieces to start 
the whey running which was drainad off through a wooden spigot into 
buexats to feed to the pigs. 


“re eurd was then finely chonped and seltad,put into a wooden 
mould and then into the chease presse whare most of the moisture 
wes pressed out,and when the cheese had bacome solid it was taken 
into the cheese room for Antlyv erreasine and rinanine, 


Connectad to the chease vat room wna A tche waodshed where wood 
was sored and also prandfather's carpenter shon and an ice house, 


*t the ani of tho woodshed was a fina, larre "nrivvy"-a "fives 
holer"-to acenmodate the larrest man adorn to no tiny tot who required 
a step tp to climb aboard, 


Tirhtine of the house was by kerosene lomps of verious sizes whioh 
ttood filled, trimmed and shinine on a shelf over the brick oven. 
Jane's preferanca in lamps was the srnllest one with a little glass 
handle throich which she sould min har finesr, Tn the bedrooms were 
Sour-poster beds, wide chests of drawers and hooked Tags on the 
floorn. nstend of bed slats under the mattresses heavy ropes were 
run from side to side and end to end Imottad in about eight inch 


Sanares. 


Yattrasses were placad on these ropes and rere filled with straw 
or corn misks,not as comforteble as our modern equipment, but thick 
and firm,and the beis lonked as smooth and nice os with our modern 
mattresses, There were loner narrow mirrors mith pictures painted 
on the rlass over the chests and the fromas wore black and gold. 


THeare ras a nies ola spinning wheel in the upstrire hall and grand- 


rother showed ua how she used te spin wool into yarn. There was also 
m lovely little flax whaal dovn stairs, banitifully polished, 


Father told us that the reason for the neny hedrozwms and huge dine 
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ing room was that, when he was a voung man,the chief money orop 
was hops and a crowd of young people were on hand during the hop 
picking season, They had a prenat deal of fun and danced in the 
bie dining room evenines(l 

The Hops Weber ORR one ee RS tently as to aeht the wood, At’ 
harvesting the men pulled up the poles and vines,lsid them across — 
larva boxes and rirls pulled the hons off into the boxes, after 
which thay were dried in the hop kiln and baled, 


Oe of the stunts at picking time was to make sure every girl, at 
some time during the season, got dumped into the hop bin where 
there mirht be vorms that sent the rirls screaming and fighting 
to get out. Grandifather was State hop inspector and used to go © 
from darm to farm,open up the bales, fe21 of the hops,smell them - 
and stamp them and father frequently went on these trips a rlele ry . 


Fith the coming of State prohibition hop raising went into dise 
repute, and the money crops became sweet corn for the Canneries, 
hay, grain, and potatoes. They raised all their ovm vegetables 
and fruits which were put down for winter along with beef which 
they raised and slauchtered, salt pork, hams and bacon. Good coun- 
try salt pork, fried out dry and ereaseless,is about as tasty a 
dish as our bacon and was among the staple articles of diet, 


“hen the great water power of Rumford Falls,some 15 miles above 
the farm,was developed and the Oxford Paper fill biilt, the Rumford 
Falis PR... extended their line from Canton up there and it ran the 
whole leneth of the farm, Tramps used to alk the line and freque- 
ntly care across the fields to the house looking for a hand-out, -. 
Oir Aunt Msther kent a Grant Dane dor for proteaction,and when 
tremps heard that deep throated growl they suddenly had urgent bus- 
iness elsewhere,the very dight of that huge dog putting fear in 
their hearts and speed to their feet. ¢ 


Refore the 8.". was built a stare that earried passenrars from 
railend in Canton up river to Teru, Dixfield,*mford and Fexioo 
was the only maans of public passenrsr transportation while huge 
4-horse freight wagons transported all heavy freirnt. 


The stage had 3 or 4 seats,runnins crosawise and on our visits to 
the farm,if we were not met by grandfather or a hired man with a 
team we rode up in the stage which passed the door. 


Once when dessie and Jennie were riding upon the stage they sat 
beside a tall and distinguished looking lady who, when she found 
out their destination,told them she was their grandmother's sister, 
our great aint Frs,Arolino Thompson. Then a widow,she had been mar# 
ried to a wealthy tobacco prover of Savanah,Ga., and,during the 
Civil “ar had "Run the Blocade" with her two little girls,having 
a most harrowing experience. ‘She smurzled letters from some south- 
ern friends to their northern relatives in her bustle. She said 
that,sometimes she would gat us and our conrsins,the children of our 
Aunt Tona French,torether and relate the whole experience to us, but 
that she did not wish to tell it more than once it was so wnnerving 
to her to live it over again. WNowever,to our great regret, we neve 
er nll pot torether with her to haar it. 


Later, during her very old are, havine become financially depend- 
ant, she‘ thought of telling her story to a collaborator in Lhe Rope

Srandmother wns a very pretty woman and hat a lovely natural 
wave in her hair always esrefully arranred. As a mirl she was

Father's oldest sister our ‘unt Helen, lived on a farm a mile 
above our farm with her husband, Ambrose Eastman, They had one 
son, leon, who died ss a youth, Aunt Mealen was a quiet, serious

The next younger sister,Yalona, Aunt tona as she was called mare 
ried Narmon French and lived on the next farm helow ours, She was 
the oheeriest, jolliest kind of a person and we all loved her dearly, 


She had five children, Tiacy Clarence, Florence, tora and Flora 
the latter,Lora's trin, died n infancy. “he Frenches later moved 
to Portland and lived within a half mile of ua, 


funt Eather,the younrest sister with the exception of working in 
father's offices for a few months tavea on the farm all her life 
taking care of her parants in their declining years and later iiv- 
ing there with her msband, *elter Yarston, They had a son, Arthur, 
who stil) lives on the farm with hie wife imma. Aunt Esther was 
twenty one years younrer than father who naver told her that the | 
farm rightfully belonged to him until after he moved to Calif, 


Here are sone of the oustons prevalent in our rrandparents! and 
Yerents! time,some of which were still enrrent in our youth, The 
farmers raised their own meat,in season butoharing beeves, calves, 
sheep,and pirs heside chickens and turkeys, 


They made their own lard from pork fat and that, with butter and 
cream,gfave them the best and richest shortenines, They corned their 
own beef and salted fat pork in casks, Sausage at butchering time 
was always made, the meat baing chonned in a wooden bowl by a cure 
ved-blade chopring knife, salted and seasoned with spices and stuff- 
ed into thin,lone cloth bags - about the tastiest food one conrld 
ent. Hors-hend cheese and pickled piest fast were other delicacies, 

Even as in modern times,they utilized all but the squeal, 


Apples were nlentifiil and delicions,somabheine stored in barrels 
in the cool cellar,othersa sliced,string on strinres and hung up to 
dry. Seed corn had the msks drawn back and rere hing up like bune 
ches of bananas to dry, Butter, errs and cheese were often bartere 
ednt stores in the village for SsuPrAr molasses and other supplies 
not raised on the farm. ‘Futter was mide and stored in firkins in 
bulk for home use and made into 2-pound bricks for marketing. In 
our tine *e have known errs as low as 10 cents per dozen in barter 
trade, 


Soft soap wan made by using lye made by lesching water throurh 
wood ashes alloved to trickle slowly. The lye was boiled with all 
the seraps of fat that had been saved for the purpose = both beef 
and pork = in a hure copper kettle until a thick yellow soap was 
formed, If botled loneer it eould be made into bers, It was used 
for meneral cleaning and laundry.

Sevaral huge barrels called "“hogsheads" were located at strategic 
places about the house to catch rainrater from the roof so there was 
alvays soft water for various uses, . 


Ttenerant pedlars used to come by from time to time with large 
covered carts selling some cotton yard soods, notions, dry goods and 
various knick-knacks that the farm wives coulda not get except by a 
trip to town. On one occasion Aunt %sther bought Jessie and Jane 
pone little silver rings set with tiny turquoise and also some gay 
little handkxerchieves,

Our father, Albert Mason Austin,vas first married at 25 to Susan 
Hayford,a girl with whom he had been "keeping company" and who be- 
came very ill with what was then called "consumption™ - now tuber- 
culosis, knowing she could live but a short time and wanting to make 
her last days happier. She lived but about two weeks. 


Then father was 27 he married Iuey “arren of Hartford,a very beau- 
tiful girl and they had one son,name not recalled,and a little dau- 
phter,Alice, who died at 2 years of age of typhoid faver and her 
mother died shortly after. 


Then daddy was 35 he met and married our mother. I remember moth: 
saying that the first time she ever saw daddy he drove into the yar: 
with a beautiful cream-colored horse and she was much more interest: 
4n the horse than in him. ‘Shen they later marriad they went to the 
Centennial Fair in Philadelphia on their wedding trip,settling in 
Dover,f.f. where father was in the life insurance business. 


They must have made a fine looking couple,for mother told us he 
was considered the handsomest man in Canton. He was always fasteéd- 
4ous about his clothes and personal appesrance and I never remember 
him when he 414 not look nice. 


Rumors that I have heard about mother, as a rirl,were that her 
waist was so small she was accused of "Iacine’ her teeth were so wh 
and even her critics said they must be artificial and her cheeks we: 
so rad that she was identified as " the red-cheeked Irish girl”, 
That pives us some idea of her personal appearance. She was intelli 
gent,dipnified,unselfish, fentle and patient and beloved bd all who 
knew her. She taught school for some time and later worked in @ 
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woman's show factory in Ruclrfield. She was a good artist and paint- 
ed a number of landscapes, \s a good artist and painted a fe 
As a child, I loved to "ateh her at her easel,a box of 011 paints 
beside her and the prlatte in her hand ,completaly absorbed in her 
work and never conscious of the passage of time until darkness 
galled a halt. 


Bert(Albert Farnum) was born on the farm in Canton: Jessie M | 
Buckfield and I, in Portland, 3 ie May in 


Portland,first called Falmouth, was settled in 1688 and was burned 
by the British in 1773. The city was arain almost completely dest# 
royed by fire duly 4,1966,the lurid plow at night being visible on 
mother's old farm in Hartford nearly 60 miles away, 


Other early fires were serious,too,so0 much so that the Seal of the 
ney bears the word "Resurgan" ai pnifying Portland rising from her. 
ashes. 


The poet Longfellow was born in Portland on Fore St.,and later 
had a mansion on Congress St.,which wa passed every time we were 
in tovn shopping. 


Father had his offices on Bxohange St, in Portland for many years 
and as far back as I can remember ha was Stata General Arent for t 
the Fenn Mutual Life Insurance Co. and had many agents all over the 
State as far notth as Caribou working for him. 


Mlizabeth Kendall (Lizcie to us) mother's cousin who many years 
later left us a leracy she had receivad,yns his bookkeeper,vary cap 
able and efficient. "hen Mr.tnieht,the father of Bert's second 
wife,used to sea her rapid walk past his house on her way to ours 
he used to say,"Thare goes the smartest girl in Portland." She made 
her home with us and considered us "her family". She was a few yea 
under 50 when she married Hobert Oran at our house in Deering which 
father had bought when I was less than a year old. There is a deau 
tiful park in Portland now called "Deerings Oaks" which the poet 
Lonefellow,in his poemp”The Thourhts of Youth" mentions as "Deering 
Toods", These trees are all white oaks that have small sweet nuts. 
The trees are larre and there are smooth,vealvoty larns, a pond and 
fountain and a larre very famous rose rmarden. 


Wa lived in our pretty house in Deering until we moved to Calif, 
in 1995. There was a larre living room with o small library open- 
ing out of it throurh an archways; a larre parlor with wall to wall 
carpeting and the funiture wos plush of blue,sold and red with hea 
earved arms of cherry. There were firaplaces here and in the livin, 
room, The dining room had larre bow or bay windows and wns attract: 
ive in its crimson paper and forast green wainscoating and woodwor] 
There was a butler's pantry with a bie iron sink, many shelves and 
closets for dishes above the working counter and closets below tha’ 
always held 2 barrels of flour on sringout hinges and a sugar barr 
with drawers for towels,napkins,table cloths, etc. ‘Stone jars or 
crocks held bread,cookies and doughnuts, a spot we raided when we 
came home from school, 


Ye had a coal range in the kitchen and in the winter we banked t 
the fire to keep it alive during the nipht. A laundry room opened 
out of the kitehen with another sink in it and later the sink was 
removed and set tubs installed, 
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There was a pretty reception hall between the living room and sag 
parlor; the floor was oak ané the stairway also. On the landing © 4° 
half way up was a decorative stained giass window, ‘pstairs there © 
were five bed rooms and a bath room. On the third floor was a big 
open attic for storare and two finished bedrooms one of which was 


occupied by the "Hired girl"; they were not spoken of as "maids" in 
those days. iy 


In our cold climate the stable was conneoted to the house through 
the laundry so that one é@id not have to venture out in stormy weathe 
er to do the chores, There were steps down from the laundry to the 
level of the stable floor,and under the stairs to the hay loft were b 
barrels of onts, oracked corn,nenl and bran for fesding the horse and 
later when Pert was old enough to milk,a cow and thus enjoyed cream 
and fresh milk. ~ 


In the main stable floor we stored a top burry,a one seat, rubber 
tired unen waron and a two seated waron for family rides; also a nice 
sleieh with jinely bells on the shafts. 


The honse was heated by a bir hot air coal furnace in the basement 
and in the summer the winter suply of anthracite coal was delivered 
by larreea trucks and rin into the coal bin by a chute through a base- 
ment window, The smaller size coal fwr the kitchen range was kept in 
a bin in the corner of the stable and taken into the house in ooalhods, 


Before the first snow came we banked the foundation on the north 
side with fir bourhs to keep out tha cold and wind, Snow would drift 
over them and make them nearly wind tircht, About Thanksgiving time 
we put storm windows on the bath room window and on all down stairs 
windows and nut a storm vestibule around the front door, Snow about 
the house and yard would pile up to a depth of 3 and 4 feet,with drifts 
much deaper,and it as a heavy task to keep the paths clear. The the- 
mometer would sometimes register 30 desgreas below zero. 


©e had kerosene lamps for lighting,some of them very lovely with 
hand painted shades and bowls, 


In the livine room and dining room and parlor were large hanging lam- 
ps with decorated shades and crystal pandants like those of today on 
erystal chandeliers, “e kids each had a woolen lamp that was conside 
erad safer for us to walk about with, electric lirhts,telephone and 
ras stoves were later installed. 


In our early life we went into torn shonpinge on a horse-car which 
had a pair of horses,a driver and a conductor rho collected the 5-cent 
fare for the 3-mile rida. A helper horse was attached to the cars at 
sevara) hills to haln haul the lord up hill. I loved to sit on the 
front seat and watch the horsas and the driver wind up his brake to 
stop the car or keep it from running up on the horses on descending 
ground. I did not at all approve giving up horses for the trolley 
sars that replaced them. 


There was a small shopping district naar us,and every ee ence 
telephones were common,an ordsr clerk from the grocery would oall for 
grorery order for the day which was delivered in the afternoon, 


Perhaps you will be interested in a few 1882 food prices: sugar 4% to 
S¢per 1b.,sirloin steak 15/,milk 5¢ per qt.,bacon 11¢ per 1b., butter 
207, errs 4o¢ per doz. 
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Ye,attended schools about three blocks from home, In one build~ 
ing,down stairs,eere the first three primary grades with one tea- 
cher, Upstairs three intermediate grades with one teacher, Yhen 
those six grades ware finished we had to walk about a mile to gram- 
mer school - three more graies and one taacher,: The high school was 
in our neighborhood,four rooms,four teachers and a four year course, 


"Fe were all good students and had excellant report cards. Bert 
praduated as Salutatorian of his olass in 1897; Jessie as Valedicte 
orian of her olass in 1899 and the principal told me I would very 
likely have been Palecdictoria on my class in 190],but I was siok 
and oonld not finish my senior yenr. ak 


Fe had a Jarre parden and raised all kinds of veretables; there 
were pear and apple trees, strawberries and currents and mother 
being a country -born thrifty housewife,oanned much fruit,many vare 
feties of pickles, jams and jellies that were stored away tn the 
fruit closet in the basement or "oellar” as we called it, and in 
the sand-cellar where were stored our winter vegetables, potatoes, 
haets, carrots, turnips, stc. Mother seemed to ba ready for unexpeote- 
ed muasts at an? tire and we were the etopover place for our Bucke 
field relatives going to and from *assachusetts who never thought 
it necessary to notify us on any anrroachine visit. 


Then IT was about five father and mother planned a trip to Yashing- 
ton,).0.,and points south with the Knights Templar of which father 
was a member. How well I remember the Pretty dresses,the long brown 
broadoloth cape and feather trimmed hat mother had made for the trip. 


Father caurht a bad cold and had a severe case of what we would 
now call "flu" but was then called "La Gripp®".

ry advent on this earth, Cct.24,1878, at the old family farm on 
the south bank of the Androscogrin River,was during one of the larger 
freshets when the river was less well controlled than today. 


Father had to saddle a horse to go more than 3 miles for the doo- 
tor because he did not dare drive a wagon,the freshet being over the 
road below the house, 


A still larger freshet many years before my time was locally known 
as the "pum'kin freshet,” the river having washed ovt many fields 
of pumpkins making it golden as they ware borne along by the flood, 


T was named Albert Farnum Austin after father and rrandfathersand 
a few weeks later father and mothar moved down to Buckfield where . 
sister Jessie was born,June 25,1880, Once,during the few waeks 
before going to Puckfield, I was orying and rrandmother said, "That 
boy wants his beans,” so she chewed some baked beans- "mummed” then 
as the process was called- and fed them to me. Mespite this stren- 
uous and unorthedox treatment I was too tourh to kill and I still 
like baked beans, 


I remember but few incidents about my life in Bueckfield at that 
timebut do recall saeing our cow's little brown calf tied up and 
placed in the back of a Concord waron whare she was transported to 
my uncles! farm in Hartford. “™e had 3 ohains between two posts ine 
stead of a pate and I remember playing with one about my shoulders 
and hitched to a little cart so I could "play horse", <A few other 
recollected incidents are too trivial to mention, 


Or parents afterwerds moved down to Fortland where sister Jennie 
(now called Jane which was motherfs name) was born Feb.19,1893, We 
lived on ftetson Court,off Park St.,right in the city, but,with one 
exception,no remembered incidents are worth noting. 


For this one I played with matches and set a stuffed chair afire 
which necessitated calling the fire department. 


Tn the early autumn of 1893 father purchased e large house and 
lot in the then "own of Desring,aften dasimated as "the bedroom of 
Portland" ,and, years later,annexed to that city. 


During my youth there vere a nunber of o14 houses still standing 
on their original foundations thet hed bean succensively in the 
State of Fassachusetts,and the State of vaine after 1820, and in 
towns of Vachironne (the ‘ndian name of Tortland and vicinity), 
Falnouth, “estbrook and Yeering and the cities of Nearing and 
Yortiand. 


An early incident in Deering was riding down to “oodfords Corner, 
some 3/4 mile from home,to have a prescription filled at a drug s 
store. ‘hile I was awaiting its compounding a fat old man loafing 
in the store took my hat from my head,felt of the "bumps" as they 
were called,on my head, and remarked for the benefit of other loaf- 
ers there, "God help the girls when he fats after tem," provoking 
a lot of raucous laughter which I could not understand. 


Father always kept a good,fast driving horse so I early learned

hdvard Sarreant was born in Chester,Vermont, Nec.8,1832. 

His home was on a farm in the Green “ointains. The house im which 
he was born and in which he lived until he left home as a young 
manwas formerly an inn and had been bourht by his grandfather and 
converted into a comfortable home, A winding road led up from 
Chester Village,crossed the river which in rainy seasons overflowed 
its banks, passed between stone fences, under old annle trees, 
circled the house and came to an abrunt end in a court which had 
beenthe old inn vard. “he house was usually entered throurh the 
kitchen door. In the kitchen was a larre fireplace with an old 
brick oven, 2 settle by the fireside and a tall old clock which 
hid ticked for manv vears, The house had been built around a 
central chimney and in early days was heated only the fires in the 
Firenlaces. “ater from a near by spring was pined into the house 


and trickled into a deep water barrel. A nearby door led into the 
Bilk house where the milk, butter and cheese were kept. Here 
Aueust, Edward, Rllen, and Alwood lived industrous, thrifty lives, 
helping with the farm work and roinre to school, finally finishing 
in Chester feademy, an institute of hirrer education in those days. 


Ndward came to “isconsin in 1856. MWe taicht school in Dist.No.5, 
Town of Lake, Later called Tinnrecanos, in Milwaukee Co.,for two 
years, teaching every thine from the three R's to trigonometry. 

He excelled in and enjoyed mathematics. The week before his last 
sickness he brourht out his old trizonomatry and worked some pro- 
blems which were in his mind.

Thea bovst had bean educated and 
had left home and mach of the harder work of esrlier days was 
dropped. He wos able to relax more, teach mich and enjoy life. He 
can be remembered as a men of splendid character and as a patriotic 
and intelligent citizen. He died at the are of 85 years, Jan.15,1918, 
and wos buried in the Omro Cemeterv. Nis wife was six vears his 
junior and survived him just six years, also dying at the are of 
85 on damiary 16,1924.
